yards for the Vols’ final TD. 

Upon the Injury of Howard 
Finley, who received a severely 
sprained ankle at the start of 
the second quarter, Charles 
Wynn made his first major debut 
In college football and did a very 
good Job. The freshman rushed 
for 34 yards, passed for 46 
yards on four of seven attempts 
and also tossed a touchdown 
pass. D an Bunn, taking over for 
Finley on defense, Intercepted a 
pass and raced 73 yards In the 
last play of the ball game and 
was stopped only seven yards 
from a score. 

Statistically, the Vols had 
their most successful showing. 
In rushing they racked up 361 
yards to the opponents’ 68, 
which speaks not only well for 
the offensive unit but also pro¬ 
vides laurels for the defensive 
squad. UTMB completed five 
of eleven passes for 89 yards 
and a touchdown, while the 
Miners connected on eight of 17 
attempst for 163 yards and a 
score. In first downs, the Vols 
totaled 19, six by passing, 12 
by rushing, and one by penalty. 
The hosts accounted for eleven, 
seven by passing, 12 by rush- 


pltchout from quarterback How¬ 
ard Finley. The score climaxed 
a 31 yard drive and came two 
minutes after the start of the 
second quarter. Immediately 
after seizing the ball, however, 
the Rolla boys fought back with 
the help of a floating pass from 
quarterback Ronnie Lewis to 
Eugene Ricker, Miner break¬ 
away specialist, who sped 77 
yards for the hosts’ only score 
of the afternoon.

second score. Holbrook’s 
golden toe followed suit. 

The Vols’ third touchdown 
came on the last rushing play 
of the third quarter. 


The University of Tennessee 
Martin Branch Vols rolled to 
Rolla last week and rocked the 
University of Missouri with a 
26-6 victory to bring their sea¬ 
son record to 2-1-1 and to spoil 
the Miners’ first home game of 
the year.
